Sir Robert Ball Declare* Tliere 'Wilt 


Be AnoCter'Glacial I'crlotl. 


Not another person ouukl bave been 


crowded into the large lecture room of 
Scherniorhorn hall fit Columbia univer- 
sity the other afternoon, where Sir 
Robert S. Ball, fellow of the Uoyal So- 
ciety of England, the famous h'isli as- 
troaonaer, spoke on "Xhe Cause of the 
Ice Age." 


He vividly portrayed the results, 


•worse than flood or famine, vi-hich 
must inevitably occur when the glacial 
period sets in, says the Kew York 
Journal. Sir Robert began by'showlnir 
Btereoptieon views of the present day 
evidences of the "ice age." 
."Once," be said, "the \vho!o northern 
hemisphere was covered with ice as 
Greenland is today. This Was during 
the glacial period. When tuis age sots 
iu again. Greenland will be covered 
Trith vegetation, tlie northern hemis- 
phere with a- frozen .expanse. 
The 


cause of this astronomical phenomenon 
is not luck of the sun's beat, but by the 
mutual actions, of the piauets; Jupiter, 
Venus and the earth during oue pecul- 
iar configuration.

"When this configuration of the plan- 


ets occurs, it tends to change the 
earth's orbit from a circle to an ellipse, 
and when the earth itself is at; a point 
of the orbit wbicb connotes midwinter 
you have an ice age. which is worse 
than famine, flood and pestilence antt 
.which lasts for hundrwls of thousands 
of years."

warned his audience that such a state 
may occur again, as science lias shown 
that it has occurred before, although « 
thousands of years ago. In concluding: 
Sir Robert said that.the few days he 
bad spent in America would be the 
most cherished of bis life.
